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1. PRESIDENTIAL SPECIAL ADVISOR MARK CHONA PHONED CHARGE THIS 
MORNING TO EXPRESS DEEP CONCERN AND PERPLEXITY OVER SOGHOIAN 
ARREST, RUETERS VERSION OF WHICH CARRIED TODAY IN GOVERNMENT- 
OWNED ZAMBIA DAILY MAIL. HE PARTICULARLY DISTURBED BY REPORT 

US GOVERNMENT ATTORNEY HAD ASKED HIGH BAIL BECAUSE OF SOGHOIAN'S 
ACCESS TO "VIRTUALLY UNLIMITED AMOUNTS OF CASH." SINCE SOGHOIAN 
A GRZ EMPLOYEE, THIS STRONGLY IMPLIED ZAMBIA ENGAGED IN ESPIONAGE. 
MOREVER, THER NO MYSTERY ABOUT ZAMBIAN EMBASSY WAREHOUSE IN 
MARYLAND; IT OPENLY ACQUIRED AND USED BY GRZ. CHONA HIMSELF HAD 
IN PAST SUPERVISED HANDLING AND SHIPPING OF EQUIPMENT AND MATERIALS 
SECURED BY SOGHOIAN FOR GRZ USE AND IT ALL PROPERLY DOCUMENTED, 
LEGALLY EXPORTABLE, AND OPENLY HANDLED. QUITE DISTURBING AS 
WELL WAS BRINGING IN OF NAME OF GOVERNMENT MINISTER, MILNER, 

WITH ALLEGATION HE HAD EXPRESSED SOME CONCERN SOGHOIAN MIGHT BE 
ENGAGED IN ILLEGAL ACTIVITIES. THE WAY THE MATTER WAS WORKING 
OUT, ZAMBIA WAS BEING PUT IN A VERY BAD LIGHT. 

2. CHONA SAID HE CONCERNED ABOUT POSSIBLE EFFECT ON OUR 
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AND "UNFAIR" THINGS SAID TO HIM IN WASHINGTON ABOUT MAY 15 
ZAMBEZI RIVER SHOOTING OF AMCIT CROTHERS (STATE 153650). SINCE 
IT HIS JOB TO TRY IMPROVE RELATIONS, HE HAD NOT REPORTED 
WASHINGTON DISCUSSION OF MAY 15 INCIDENT TO PRESIDENT KAUNDA, 
WHO, "LIKE ANY PRESIDENT," WOULD HAVE BEN "HOPPING MAD." 

NOW SOGHOIAN AFFAIR AND ITS HANDLING HAD PLACED ADDITIONAL 
STRAIN ON RELATIONS. 

3. CHONA EXPLAINED SOGHOIAN HAD DONE A BRILLIANT JOB OF 
INSTALLING HIGHLY EFFECTIVE COMMUNICATIONS NETWORK FOR GRZ 
WITH EXCELLENT US EQUIPMENT. UNFORTUNATELY. "WE WILL PROBABLY 
NOT BE USING US EQUIPMENT ANY MORE." WHEN "THE MINISTERS" 

LEARN OF WHAT HAS TAKEN PLACE, THEY WILL SAY "FORGET THEM" AND 
SEEK WAHT GRZ NEEDS ELSEWHERE. 

4. IT WAS DIFFICULT FOR CHARGE TO GET A WORD IN, BUT HE 
EVENTUALLY ABLE SAY PUBLIC HANDLING OF ARREST HAD BEEN 
UNFORTUNATE, USG EQUALLY CONCERNED THERE BE NO ADVERSE 
REFLECTION ON ZAMBIA. JUSTICE DEPARTMENT HAD PROMISED COOPERATE 
TO THIS END. ZAMBIA NOT BEING CHARGED. FBI BELIEVES IT HAS 
EVIDENCE THAT AMCIT HAS BROKEN US LAW; HE MAY HAVE EXCEEDED 
INSTRUCTIONS GIVEN HIM BY GRZ AND COMMITTED ILLEGAL ACTS, BUT 
THERE NO INTENTION SUGGEST GRZ RESPONSIBLE. CHARGE PROPOSED 
MEETING WITH CHONA AT ANY TIME CONVENIENT TO LATTER WHO SAID HE 
WOULD CALL BACK TO SET TIME THIS AFTERNOON AFTER HE HAD REPORTED 
LATEST DEVELOPMENTS IN SOGHOIAN AFFAIR TO PRESIDENT. ADDED GRZ 
WOULD BE ISSUING STATEMENT. PROBABLY TODAY. 

5. HAVE CEASED EFFORTS CONTACT MILNER. WHEN PAO TOLD HIM AT 
PRESIDENT'S PRESS CONFERENCE THIS MORNING ON REVISION OF MINE 
TAKE-OVER AGREEMENTS (SEPTELS) CHARGE WOULD APPRECIATE WORD 
WITH HIM. MILNER ASKED IF IT ABOUT "WASHINGTON INCIDENT" AND 
SAID IT WOULD BE "IMPOSSIBLE FOR A MONTH". MORE IMPORTANT IS 
APPARENT DECISION BY MILNER TO COVER AND DENY CONVERSATIONS HE 
HAD WITH US RE SOGHOIAN APRIL 5, JULY 12 AND 25. THIS SUGGESTS 

HE HAD FAILED TO CONVEY HIS CONCERNS ABOUT SOGHOIAN TO OTHERS 
WHO PERHPAS THEREFORE REMAINED IN IGNORANCE, UNTIL AUGUST 28 
ARREST, SOGHOIAN MIGHT BE IN TROUBLE BECAUSE OF ILLEGAL 
ACTIVITIES. EXPECT THERE LITTLE USE IN INSISTING TO ZAMBIANS 
THAT MILNER DID EXPRESS CONCERN SOGHOIAN MIGHT BE INVOLVED 
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
